Can there be any Thing more contrary to Common 
Senfe, than the breaking in upon one’s Duty to God 
and Man, to one’s Country and one’s Neighbour ? 
Common Honefly requires a faithful Difcharge of all 
thofe Duties ; and there never was and never will be 
a Time when Common Senfe did or Mall declare itfelf 
a profefs'd Enemy to Common Honefty, which is incon- 
fiftent with Malice, Scandal, Prevarication, Sophif- 
try, and all the Ingredients in the Compofition of 
the Old Libel and the New. Common Charity obliges 
every Man to put the faireft Conftruétion on the Ac- 
tions and Intentions of others ; and it is impoffible 
for Common Senfe to offend againft Common Charity, 
which is fo neceffary for the Peace and Welfare of 
Society. Bur thefe new Libellers found their Fa- 
brick in Mifreprefentation, Calumny and Sedition, 
which breed Difcord, Mutiny and Uproar, all abhor- 
rent to Common Senfe. The Truth is, thefe Gentry 
might much more reafonably have called their Paper 
the Common Shore, it being intended to carry off all 
the Sinks of Faétion, Envy, Difguft, and Refent- 
ment, than Common Senfe ; which teaches People to 
promote Unity and Good-Will among the Commu- 
nity. I would be as little a Jeft as 1 could to thefe 
Gentlemen, fo I feek the Golden Rule, Zo do as 
they would be done by; but aa it is within Com- 
mon Senfe, at leaft : And their fetting themfelves up 
in Defiance againft that Rule, cats them off from 
any Claim to that Title, and ranks them among the 
moft notorious Pretenders of this Generation.
